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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


WOOD AND WOOD PRODUCTS 


U.S. Wood Products Export Value Continues To Climb. The value of 
U.S. solid wood exports was nearly $3.1 billion in January-July 1988, a 
healthy 47 percent increase over the same period in 1987. Japan continues to 
be the leading market for U.S. wood products, increasing imports nearly 43 
percent over the year to about $1.3 billion. 


The export value of all hardwood products and most softwood products 
experienced impressive gains in the first seven months of 1988 over the same 
period last year. U.S. hardwood lumber exports of $372.8 million were upso3 
percent over the January-July 1987 trading period. The export value of 
hardwood plywood was up 62 percent to $13.4 million, flooring was up 43 
percent to $8.4 million, veneer was up 34 percent to $83.6 million and logs 
were up 33 percent to $100.7 million. Softwood logs, lumber and plywood 
posted gains over 1987, increasing 65, 35 and 28 percent, respectively, with 
shipments valued at $1.3 billion, $616.3 million and $131 million. Only 
poles, piles and posts experienced declines in export values. 


U.S. wood products imports were $3.1 billion, a slight -decrease 
compared to January-July 1987. U.S. imports of softwood lumberf rom Canada 
totaled $1.6 billion (8 billion board feet), a decrease in quantity imported 
of 4 percent from the same period in 1987. : a
